Lake Street to be 
closed for two weeks

New challenges are ahead lui

According to Town Manager 
Michacl Caira, the Lake Street 
bridge will be closed for 


approximately two wecks to allow 
developer Jay Tighe to tie Thfo the 
sewer line by Grove Avenue. The 
line will run across Shawsheen 
Avenue and service the 220 unit 
affordable housing project known 
as Shawsheen Commons. The 


project will involve "jacking" the 
sewer line under the® railroad 
tracks at Lake Street 

Caira also told selectmen Monday 
asecond tack is being planned on 
the Haverhill line by the 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority (MBTA). Fourteen 
miles of wack is expected to be laid 
from Reading to Lawrence, 
replacing rail that was removed 
about 30 years ago. The rail line 
was once known as the Portland 
Division of the Boston and Maine 
Railroad, serving as the principal 


line for trains going to Maine. The 
line was shut down to passenger 
traffic for 20 years, with com- 
muter service restored in 1980. 

The plans call for rebuilding 
existing culverts. The MBTA will 
file an Environmental Notification 
Form with MEPA (Massachusetts 
Environmental Protection Agency) 
and a Notice of Intent with the local 
conservation commission. Caira 
promised he would contact the 
MBTA and get an exact timetable 
for the proposed construction off 
Salem Street. 


Layoffs, reduced services 
if CLT petition passes

According to figures released by 
the Massachusetts Department of 
Revenue, Wilmington will be 
forced to cut $790,440 from its 
budget if Question Thrge passes in 
November. The question secks to 
roll back taxes to the 1988 level 
Town Manager Michael Caira 
told selectmen Monday any further 
cuts will mean staff layoffs and 
reduced services 
"We're looking at bodics and 
we're looking at services. There's 
no way around it,” Caira said. In 
referring to the lengthy DOR 
report, Caira noted the revenue 
department has taken on "certain 
assumptions" based on how the 
state has done business in the past. 
He added, because of the problems 
in implementing any rollback 
halfway through the year, it seems 
almost inevitable there would be a 
delay in its implementation if the 
question passes. 
While they supported Question 
Five, whigh’ would return 40 
percent of state revenues from 


“growth taxes" to local govern- 
ment, the board was divided on the 
wisdom of Question Three and the 
“assumptions” made in the report 
Selectman Mark Haldane, the 
regional coordinator for Citizens 
for Limited Taxation which is 
sponsoring the petition, favors the 
question and called the report 
"pure speculation and nothing 
more.” He said if taxes are rolled 
back, the state would have $12 
billion and that amount, he added, 


"is an awful lot of money to run the 
state on.” 

Fellow selectman Robert Cain 
questioned the validity of the DOR 
report since the department had 
difficulty estimating the revenues 
to be collected in 1989. Chester 
Bruce noted what Question Three 
is urying to do is cut the fat out of 
state government and give some- 
thing back to the citizens. 

"What we should look at is what's 
best for us,” said Bruce.

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Wetlands permit rejected 
on question of ownership

An application for a wetlands 
permit for improvements on a 40- 
acre commercial site was rejected 
by the Wilmington Conservation 
Commission last week. Com 
missioners rejected the application 
of Robert Corey of Sunshine 
Investment Trust when the 
landowner couldn't produce proof 
of ownership of the site, off 
Ainsworth Road at the intersection 
of Routes 93 and 125. Corey and 
his engineer Paul Lindholm called 
the board's decision “arbitrary.” 

Corey is secking to put in curbs 
and sidewatks, do grading and 
drainage work, and pave Ains- 
worth Road, which is currently a 
dirt road, in preparation for a 
commercial subdivision. The defi- 
nitive subdivision plan is presently 
before the planning board 

Lindholm told commissioners the 
proposed work would impact three 
wetland crossings. He explained the 
applicant plans to do a total 
recharge of water since the site is 
in a sensitive aquifer area. Before 
Lindholm could proceed further, 
the board asked who owned the 
site. 


"I's debatable," Lindholm 
replied twice. When asked a third 
time he answered, "we own it 
then." 

Members said Lindholm's reply 
wasn't convincing. Tom Roussell 
asked for proof of ownership in the 
form of a deed, which wasn't 
forthcoming. Roussell said thp 
town accepted the road as a 
right-of-way and, as a result, 
abutting landowners have 
ownership rights to the mid-point 
of Ainsworth Road. Roussell then 
made a motion to continue the 
hearing until the ownership 
question could be cleared up. 

"It's not in the regulation we have 
to prove this to you," cricd 
Lindholm. He added, however, that 
Corey could substantiate his claim. 

Chairman Dennis Poltrino ex- 
plained members got burnt once 
before and may have clouded 
someone's deed by not requiring 
proof of ownership. Roussell 
added the policy requiring proof 
was put into effect one and a half 
years ago. 

When Lindholm argued further, 
Roussell made a second motion to 
deny the application. That motion 


passed four to one. Gary Mercer 
voted in opposition but refused to 
explain his vote. Don Ugolini and 
Margaret Imbimbo were not 
present 

After the meeting, the proponents 
expressed anger over the board's 
quick decision 

"This is off the wall. The decision 
is very arbitrary. He's done every- 
thing that's been requested,” said 
Lindholm, 

"We've been harrassed for 28 
years,” said Corey, referring to the 
length of time he reportedly has 
been trying to do something with 
his property. Corey told this paper 
he has paid over $20,000 in taxes 
on the land. He added the town took 
the road in 1961 


Corey said he expects the 
planning board to now use the 
denial as an "excuse" not to 


approve the definitve subdivision 
plan. The planning board had 
extended their public hearing in 
order to wait for the commission's 


decision 
Lindholm said though he leaned 
toward appealing the decision

Traffic congestion an issue 
at planning board hearing

A proposed commercial subdi- 
vision off Ainsworth Road will 
further worsen the traffic situation 
at two busy North Wilmington 
intersections, according to data 
provided by a traffic expert with 
McDonough and Scully, Inc: 

Transportation engineer Ron 
Muller told tive Wilmington 
Planning Board Tuesday night the 
current F levels of service at the 
corners of Rte. 62 and Woburn 
Street and Rte.125 and Andover 
Street will only get worse once 
110,000 square feet of light 
industry and 7,000 square feet of 
warehousing is built on Ainsworth 
Road. In addition, he said, three 
other potential develop- ments 
would impact the situation, The F 
level is the lowest level possible. 
Muller was representing applicant 
Robert Corey at a continued public 
hearing for his definitive 
subdivision plan. 

According to traffic counts taken 
one day last February, 2620 
vehicles traveled on Andover 
Street and 3080 vehicles traveled 
on Woburn Street. Muller ex- 
plained those figures could expect 
to increase once the commercial 
buildings are built. Muller said, in 
making projections for 1995, based 
on a worst-case scenario, vehicles 
will make 2540 trips per day 


entering and exiting Ainsworth 
Road. Of those, approximately 410 
trips will be during peak hours 
Most of the traffic, Muller added, 
would travel down Woburn Street 
to R62. 

According to statistics, 26 
accidents occured along the study 
corridor over a three year period 
with most occurring along Rte 
125. 

While the present F levels of 
service will worsen at two 
intersections, Muller admitted he 
never studied a bypass option down 
Andover Street and old Salem 
Street to Rte. 62. Neighbors 
contended that, because of traffic 
congestion elsewhere, motorists 
would try to access the site from 
the Salem Sueet - Andover Street 
loop. To avoid cut-through traffic 
and in the interests of safety, 
Muller recommended a short leg of 
Andover Street where Ainsworth 
Road intersects it be closed off. 
Neighbors protested this idea. 

Other problems were brought up 
by neighbors and the board alike. 
These included two questions of 
ownership, road width, and 
mitigation measures and who will 
pay for them. 

Conrad Gerhartz reminded the 
board Corey's application for a 
Notice of Intent was denied by the 
Conservation Commission last 


Special town meeting

There may be no special town 
meeting in Wilmington this fall. 
According to Town Manager 
Michael Caira, the only reason for 
holding a special meeting would be 
to deal with further budget cuts if 
the CLT petition known as Ques- 
tion Three passes in November. 
Though officials put off selling 
non-conforming parcels of town- 
owned land to abuttors until this 
fall, Caira said Monday it would be 
“premature” to call a meeting for 
that purpose. 
In discussing the issue briefly 
with selectmen, Caira said a new 
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law, Chapter 30 B (Municipal 
Procurement Act) requires the 
town to review and declare surplus 
any parcels before selling them to 
the public. He said an Internal 
Property Review Board is being 
formed to standardize the land 
process and, until officials comply 
with the law, the scheduled sale 
cannot go forward. 

Chairman Bob Doucette of the 
Board of Selectmen said that to 
save money, he would be willing to 
forego a special town meeting and 
take up land purchases at April's 
annual town meeting.

School committee votes 
to keep activity advisors

Club activitics almost came to a 
halt in-much of the Wilmington 
school system last week as the 
school committee debated whether 
to keep certain classification E 
personnel. In the end, strong argu- 
ments from two committeemen 
convinced the board to accept the 
recommendation of Supt. William 
Fay to keep the club advisors in 
place. 

The board was most concerned 
about the passage of Question 
Three on November's ballot and 
it's impact on the school system. 
Some felt, in these uncertain 
financial times, it might be wiser to 
wail before voting on anymore 
budget items. In addition, some 
members said before voting they 
needed more information on costs. 
Business Manager Peter DeRoeve 


told the board the overall cost ot 
paying salaries for club advisors 
and athletic coaches would be 
$151,856 for this school year. 
Members said they would like a 
break down of that figure. 

One of the strongest opponents 
against the recommendation was 
Aldo Caira. 

"Shouldn't we know what we're 
voting on, dollarwise?" he asked as 
he motioned to table the agenda 
item until the figures become 
available. The motion passed with 
Phil Fenton and Andrea Paglia 
opposing it. Later in the mecting, 
Paglia failed in an attempt to take 
the classification E appointments 
off the table. 

As the committee discussed the 
issue further, Fenton pointed out

New financial policy

A new fundraising policy was 
rejected by the Wilmington School 
Committee Wednesday after 
receiving negative feedback from 
school PACs (Parent Advisory 
Councils) and others. 

William Fay said, in talking 
with people who would be im- 
pacted by the policy, he felt there 
were two main issues surrounding 
the proposal: outside groups resent

and the construction phase. Han- 
scom said there would be limited 
blasting when they remove some 
rock cropping from the property. 
Reportedly, the firm will be 
excavating 1,200 yards of rock and 
1,000 cubic yards of soil. 
Commissioners asked questions 
on the type of toxic materials 
which will be removed and safe- 
guards in place against potential 
spills.

The proposed regula- 
tion would limit fundraisers to one 
per group each year and require a 
financial report at the end of the 
year. The present policy allows 
more than one fundraiser as long as 
it's okayed by the superintendent of 
schools. 

Peggy Kane made a motion to 
retain the present policy but with- 
drew it when she was told it was 
unnecessary. Andrea Paglia then 
nrotioned to accept the new policy. 
During debate, Phil Fenton ex- 
plained his subcommittee made "an 
earnest effort" to reduce the num- 


stored on site. 

Commissioner Gary Mercer said 
he was most concerned with a slow 
leak that might go undetected, he 
told Hanscom the board wanted "a 
fully contained system" to avoid 
future problems. 

"I's clear we need a tighter 
design," agreed Tom Roussell.

WHAT'S THAT 
COMPANY CAR 
WORTH? 

Uncle Sam is taking a closer look 
at every fringe benefit offered, to 
employees, up to and including the 
use of a company car. New federal 
guidelines indicate how much 
should be considered an addition to 
income - and therefore to payroll 
taxes. 

(Note: if the "company" car is a 
police car or ambulance or other 
vehicle used for business only, it's 
not a taxable fringe benefit. Car 
phones don't count, if the employer 
requires their use; a parking spot 
for the car is not taxed, either.) 

The basic rule that the 
employee must recognize gross 
income equal to the fair market 
value of the car, but regulations 
offer three special valuation 
methods: annual lease value, based 
on the cost of the car; cents per 
mile, which values the employce's 
personal use at the standard 26 
cents per mile rate; and commuter 
value, assigning $1.50 per one-way 
commute in the car. The employer 
gets to choose the method of 

valuation, but must notify 
employees in a timely manner.

Board attempts 


to avoid 
wetlands filling

The Wilmington Conservation 
Commission tossed around possible 
solutions Wednesday to avoid the 
filling of wetlands on a lot on 
Floradale Avenue. 

Builder Kevin McMillan applied 
for a Notice of Intent to fill 600 
square feet of wetlands around a 
proposed single family home. 
According to McMillan's engineer 
Erich Nitzsche, the filling will give 
the homeowner clearance to walk 
around his property and to have a 
lawn, 

The board noted their main job is 
to avoid filling any weUands when- 
ever possible. Conservation Admi- 
nistrator Eileen Flaherty Chabot 
suggested McMillan go before the 
zoning board of appeals for a front 
and side yard variance to avoid the 
filling. She said she was willing to 
send a letter to that board ex- 
plaining the circumstances. 


McMillan said he had hoped to 
avoid going to them because the 
process is so long 

Chairman Dennis Poltrino was 
concerned, if the applicant goes 
through the appeals board, the 
commission would lose control 
over the project and there could be 
impact to the wetlands at a later 
date. As an alternative, Tom 
Roussell said McMillan should 
erect a diagonal fence to keep the 
new homeowner out of the 
wetlands, 

After discussing the solutions, 
McMillan offered to give the board 
a conservation casement on the site 
insuring there would be no 
additional filling on the property. 
In return, the board would allow 
his application. 

"I'd like that conservation 
easement; let them do what they're 
asking for," said Roussell. The rest 
of the board agreed.

Tewksbury's bitter pills

Tewksbury voters are given a choice of unpleasant options for a 
resolution of the town's budget woes. Starting Saturday, when the 
polls open for a bond exemption vote, there will be three options 
ypen and one of them will be exercised in a four-day period. 

The state bumed the town of Tewksbury, pure and simple. In the 
midst of enormous tax increases, the state in its wisdom also found 
it necessary to cut local aid to the cities and towns. If local aid had 
held steady, or followed the previous 5 percent increases per year, 
Tewksbury would be in pretty good shape. Instead, the powers on 
Beacon Hill bumed the towns. Now the voters will suffer 


Between Saturday and Tuesday, the voters in Tewksbury will be _ 


sked to decide which bitter pill they prefer to swallow. None of 
hree budget cures are pleasant, but neither are they fatal. 

On Saturday, voters will be asked to increase their own property 
taxes by about 50 cents per thousand dollars assessed value, for an 

rease of about $75 on a $150,000 home. The property tax rise 
{ pay off $903,829 worth of existing bonds, which are now 
being paid from the town's general budget. 

The bond exemption vote would place those bonds outside of the 
general budget, and the property tax increase would last only for 
the remaining life of the bond issues. The tax increase will slowly 
decline, year by year, as the bonds are paid off. 

On the down side, nobody likes to pay taxes. But on the positive 
side, the estimated $75 increase in taxes is deductible on a federal 
income tax return, and every property owner in town would share 
the burden. That's the first bitter pill. 

If the bond vote fails, and town history says it will, then a Special 
Town Meeting is slated‘for Monday night. Article 1 of the warrant 
would slaughter town payrolls, with eight firefighters, eight cops, 
nine DPW employees, and a number of others laid off, along with a 
substantial portion of eg force in Tewksbury schools. 

Tewksbury doesn't hav€$1 million worth of fat in its budget. It's 
that simple. The loss of that many firefighters, teachers, police and 
highway crew will hurt. If you need the police, you expect them to 
arrive immediately. If a water main breaks, you want somebody to 
fix it soon. If your kids hope to learn, you expect a reasonable 
classroom size, not a mob. Those will suffer, if the budget is cut. 

Unlike the state, nobody will be shuffled between departments to 
make it appear that the payroll was cut. It will be. These aren't 
hacks, or overpaid bureaucrats. The employees to be laid off work 
hard, they have families, and most live in town. If you what to give 
them the axe, your chance is Monday night. That is the second pill. 

Finally, the selectmen on Tuesday night will decide upon a trash 
pickup fee, if all else fails. The trash fee will cost an estimated $160 
per single-family dwelling, and the fee would be imposed by fiat, 
with no chance for voter rejection. The selectmen will make that 
call on Tuesday night, if the other options fail. Condominiums and 
businesses wouldn't be affected, since they already pay for private 
trash collection, and the trash fee will not be deductible on federal 
income tax. And that's the third bitter pill. Make your choice. 

So, Tewksbury voters have a decision to make in the next week. 
Which one of the three options is the best? Which pill? 

Saturday - Bond exemption vote. Cost — about $75 per home. 

Monday - Special Jown Meeting. Cost — jobs and services cut. 

Tuesday - Trash fee. Cost — about $160 per tesidential home. 

Decide now, and act upon your decision when the time comes.

Dear Larz: 

As I sat reading about Question 
#3 in the Sunday paper, I was 
moved to write my first letter to a 
newspaper. A candidate for state 
representative, who is behind the 
passage of this petition, was telling 
where she would make cuts in the 
state budget. Her cuts, which she 
states is “an awfully good start on a 
half billion dollars," included items 
which are fixed or "non- 
discretionary” expenditures. This 
lack of knowledge by a candidate 
really frightens me. 

About half our state budget is 
made up of fixed expenditures (6.5 
billion) which include interest on 
the state's growing debt, pensions 
to retirees, Medicaid, state 
employees’ health insurance, and 
other contracted services. This 
leaves 6.5 billion in non-fixed 
services that will have to absorb the 
while two billion, a year called for 
by Question #3. These services 
include local aid, public higher 
education, K-12 education pro- 
grams funded by the state, human 
services, prisons, courts, road and 
bridge repair, and environmental 
cledhup. 

I recently attended a political 
coffee hour where a candidate for 
State representative promised not 
to cut local aid. If this is so (even 
though local aid has been cut by 
hundreds of millions of dollars in 
the past year), that leaves little 
more than $4 billion in non-fixed 
spending to absorb the $2 billion in 
Question #3 cuts; an average of 50 
percent in all programs. 

I've also been told that Question 
#5 would not ony protect local aid 
but also increase it by as much as 
$1.2 billion a year. Since this 
requires setting aside 40 percent of 
all income, sales, and, corporate 
excise taxes for direct local aid 
($3.6 billion), only $3 billion is left 
to absorb the $2 billion a year in 
Question #3 cuts. How do they 
intend to do this - refuse to pay\ 
interest to banks from which it has 
borrowed, stop paying pensions to 
retired teachers, stop providing 
health care to poor elderly citizens 
who only have Medicaid to rely 
upon? 

Barbara Anderson, Citizens for 
Limited Taxation, and candidates 
who support passage of Question 
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#3, where you going to find the $2 
billion a year to cut out of the 
state's $13 billion budget if 
Question #3 is approved? You say 
that predictions of cut backs in 
local aid, education and human 
services is a "fantasy."

"beyond a reasonable doubt" that 
these services will not suffer.

Zoo is being sold down the river to 
insure the future viability and 
continued existence of the Franklin 
Park Zoo. 

Stone Zoo is an 85 year old 
institution that has seen its way 
through two world wars, the 
Korean Conflict, the Vietnam War 
and the Great Depression. Despite 
the fact that no exhibit 
improvements have been made 
since 1983, the Stone Zoo still 
manages to attract more visitors 
than Franklin Park Zoo. More than 
a community zoo, Stone Zoo draws 
visitors from all over the country 
and New England. In 1989 alone, 
Stone Zoo attendance levels 
exceeded 300,000 visitors, making 
it the eighth largest state-owned 
tourist attraction in the Common- 
wealth. 

Not only,does Stone Zoo outrank 
Franklin Park Zoo in attendance, 
but also in the quality of its 
educational programs and 
volunteer staff. From April 1989 
to April 1990, 32,063 people 
benefited from educational 
programs at Stone Zoo. For the 
same period, Franklin Park 
educated only half that number. 

To be sure, conditions at Stone 
Zoo are less than desirable. But 
that is due in large measure to 
inadequate funding from the state 
and inequitable distribution of 
available funds between the two 
zoos. Stone Zoo gate receipts have 
been siphoned off for the 
maintenance of the newly 
constructed African Tropical 
Forest Pavilion located at Franklin 
Park Zoo. In FY1990 alone, 
Franklin Park Zoo benefited from 
approximately $135,000 in gate 
receipts collected at Stone Zoo. 

The Boston Zoological Society 
(BZS), a support organization for 
both zoos, earmarked $500,000 in 
October 1989 for the construction 
of a new orangutan exhibit at Stone 
Zoo. To date, the exhibit has not 
been built nor have these funds 
been released. The money remains 
in the BZS treasury in a restricted 
account for Stone Zoo. Meanwhile, 
the BZS Board of Trustees has sat 
idly by for months and done 
nothing to assist in the effort to 
keep the Stone Zoo open.

Cressman: Question 3 
spells 'disaster' 


Town Manager Dave Cressman 
of Tewksbury was clearly 
preparing the members of the 
Tewksbury Lions Club for a 
disaster, at their meeting of 
October 10. He talked to the Lions 
on Question 3, and what it would 
mean to Tewksbury if the people of 
Massachusetts vote for it on 
November 6. 

"Has anyone in this room reduced 
the fire insurance on his home?" he 
asked the Lions. "We will be doing 
it, here in Tewksbury, if the 
Citizens for Limited Taxation 
(CLT) proposal becomes law!" 

The Tewksbury Fire Department 
would be cut by eight positions, he 
said, It will mean a closing of the 
North Street Station 68 percent of 
the time, and of the South Station 
17 percent. 

Eight persons will have to be 
discharged from the town 
Department of Public Works. He 
thinks there could be a case of no 
(street) snow removal this winter. 

In the Police Department eight 
positions would be lost. There 
would be a loss of four detectives, 
leaving only two. 

The Building Department, which 
at the present time has 92 cases for 
thé building inspector, would have 
no building inspector. 


The Treasury Department would 
suffer a loss of 25 percent of its 
staff. There would be a staff 
reduction of 33 percent in the town 
clerk's office. The town manager's 
office would be reduced to one 
person. 

There would be big reductions in 
the School Department. Students 
now average 15 to a class. The 
classes would be increased to about 
29 or 30 persons. 

"If we reduce our sources of 
revenue” he warned the Lions, 
"just put your fingers in the dike! 

Cressman told of new lighting 
fixtures to be put in the town hall 
soon, and the library and fire 
station. They are to be fifts to the 
town, supplied at no cost to the 
town by Massachusetts Electric. He 
feared there would be no money to 
put in the new fixtures. The little 
things will cost more in town 
government, he said. “Unfor- 
tunately, I have seen a lot of that!" 

The collection of trash, he said, 
"is getting to be a more and more 
expensive issue.” 

Question #3 is from the Citizens 
for Limited Taxation. The 
proponents say they will fight 
against any cut i local aid. But in 
Tewksbury, Cressman said"It will 
mean a cut that will’ mean a 
disaster!"

There's no such thing as being too accurate 


by Bill Conlon 

“Practice makes perfect" is just as 
true today as it has been for ages. 

Practice, practice, practice. Any 
endeavor that needs skill requires 
that the art be practiced, over and 
over, to the point where execution 
of that skill is second nature. 

Hiking doesn't require very much 
skill, Put on some good shoes and 
go — it's that easy. Practice builds 
up leg muscles, making the second 
walk that much easier, but the first 
stroll is still pretty easy. Especially 
now, with the colors changing. 

Not so with shooting, whether a 
bow or arifle. Your first shot will 
often be the only one you get, and it 
has to be right on the coin. Dead on, 
no fooling, right the hell there. 

Shotgunning is easier, since you 
have a cloud of pellets flying at the 
target, but skeet shooting still helps 
develop the talent for putting down 
a target on the move, 

But bow and rifle shooting is pure 
skill. There is one projectile flying 
and it will strike one spot. Making 
certain the point of aim matches the 
point of impact takes skill,-and that 
takes practice, practice, practice. 

Last year, in my first season as an 
archer, I bought one of those foam 
archery targets. What a joy! Those 
foam targets take a terrific beating 
and still stand for more, even with 
broadheads tearing X gouges in the 
foam, Great items, 

My practice last year was to put 
the foam target in frort of a solid 
backstop, such as a pile of dirt, then 
pace off distances. I set the sighting 

, Pins for 10, 20, 30 and 40 yards and 
kept hammering away until I felt 
comfortable that the arrow would 
hit where I wanted it to, or nearly 
so. At the 40-yard mark it was hard 
to consistently hit the right spot, but 
I kept trying. 

Next I put the target in place and 
walked away without counting the 
number of paces. There aren't any 
yardage markers in the field. Then 


Hunting, especially hunting in the 
1990s, means trying your level best 
Not to leave your quarry wounded.

I'd crouch behind a tree and guess 
at the distance, then let fly. If the 


first shot didn't hit the target well, 
I'd go through the process all over 
again, from the start. 

The key element I was trying for 
was to allow myself one shot, with 
no range marker, under simulated 
field conditions. 

‘And I'd practice until dark, 

Rifle shooting is exactly the same. 
No distance markers, just a guess. 
If you've got a scope, that's great. 
But if your scope hasn't yet been 
precisely sighted-in, that's a shame. 

I had a rifle "bore-sighted" once 
for a new scope, but a later visit to 
the range showed that it wasn't even 
Close to being accurate. It took two 
boxes of shells, but by day's end the 
scope and I were good buddies. We 
thought alike, but it took awhile. 

A new rifle takes a few hours of 
practice to develop a "feel" for it, 
but even Old Bessie deserves a day 
of practice, just to get reacquainted 
for the hunting season. Practice is 
never wasted. 

Tron sights also require checking, 
especially the better ones. A half- 
turn on a windage screw will put 
your point of aim way off, and it 
may not show up until it's too late. 
Some people I've met put a dab of 
paint on a sight-adjustment screw, 
in case a bump in the field changes 
the fine-tuning. 

How many hunters have a bore- 
sighting done without ever double 
checking the accuracy? How many 
figure that their rifle was accurate 
enough last year, and nothing since 
then has changed? How many are 
so sure of themselves that they need 
no practice? 

Shame on all of them. A box of 
ammo isn't that expensive. Besides, 
some guide services out West have 
made it a new requirement that you 
prove your accuracy before they 
take you along! Chew on that one!

Austin Prep sends 
students to USSR 


Thirteen Austin students, 
including Ryan Churchill of 
Wilmington and James Connolly of 
Tewksbury, along with three 
chaperones, recently returned 
from a three week tour of Russia, 
Estonia; and the Ukraine. 

As Russian classes resume this 
fall at Austin Prep, many of the 
school's Russian students will be 
able to take their personal 
experiences to bring on classroom 
discussions, 

The Russian portion of the tour 
began in Leningrad, where some of 
the grandeur of Imperial St. 
Petersburg has been preserved. 
The group was able to witness the 
arrival of newly-enthroned Alexi 
Il, patriarch of Moscow and All the 
Russians, at the Alexander Nevsky 
Monastery. They stayed in 
Leningrad during the famous 
White Nights, when the sun never 
really sets, and even at midnight a 
milky, mysterious twilight en- 
velopes the city’s river embank- 
ments, canals, and palaces. 

A night train from Leningrad 
brought the local youths to Pskov, 
an ancient Russian city built around, 


a kremlin, or fortress, Especially’ 
enjoyable was a trip outside the city‘ 


to a functioning monastery of 
Pechory, where the group visited 
ancient catacombs holding the 
mummified bodies of hundreds of 
monks. Only candles held in their 
hands lit the way for the visitors, as 


births 


they passed through a maze of 
caves and underground chapels. 

In Estonia the group was able to 
see the enormous changes taking 
place in the Baltics as independence 
movements gather steam. Paul 
Mullen, who had visited Lithuania 
with an Austin Prep group three 
years ago, was able to see how far 
the movement for sovereignty has 
come in this part of the Sovict 
Union. 

In the Crimea, a peninsula which 
is part of the Ukraine, the boys 
stayed at Artek, a huge complex of 
Pioneer camps on the Black Sea. A 
semi-tropical microclimate makes 
this a popular resort area. An 
impressive newly-discovered lime- 
stone cave, and a tour of the Palace 
of Livadia near Yalta were 
highlights of this part of the trip. 

The Austin group spent a week in 
Moscow. Included was a tour of the 
Armoury Museum in the Kremlin, 
where the Imperial crown jewels, 
state coaches, and fabled Faberge 
Easter Eggs are preserved. Many 
students were able to visit Russians 
in their homes, and were impressed 
with their warmth and hospitality. 

Austin Prep, which has been 
offering a four-year Russian 
course for the past 23 years, 
arranges a tour of the Soviet Union 
once every three years as a supple- 
ment to its academic program. This 
year's trip was the largest ever 
arranged at the sche

Burlington Avenue bridge originally 
carried street car tracks over railroad

It was back in 1835 that the first 
engine ran on the Boston & Lowell 
Railroad. That railroad was 
constructed to serve the cotton 
mills which were being powered 
by the waterfalls of the Merrimack 
River 

Cotton was being transported to 
Lowell on barges of the Middlesex 
Canal, and cotton cloth was being 
taken back to Boston on the same 
boats. The firms which owned the 
mills wanted a railroad for faster 
transportation 

At the same time the firms did not 
want competition against their 
railroad, They wanted to carry 
cotton, and wanted no one else to 
do so. Passenger service seems to 
have been neglected in their 
thinking, but once the railroad 
Started there were passengers 

When the Boston & Lowell 
Railroad received its charter from 
the Legislature there was a 
provision that it was to be-the only 
railroad going northerly from 
Boston to Lowell. No competition 
allowed,

my wanted transportation to 
Boston. They succeeded in having 
the Wilmington & Andover Rail- 
road constructed. At Wilmington 
the Andover passengers trans- 
ferred to the Boston & Lowell 
trains. 

Eventually, after a few years; the 
Wilmington & Andover was 
extended to Lawrence, and then on 
to Maine. A railroad was. built 
through North Wilmington to 
Boston and the name was changed 
to the Boston & Maine Railroad. 

But the Boston & Lowell still had 
its charter, and was the only 
railroad to that cily. 

Then electric street cars came to 
Massachusetts. Groups of business- 
men were chartering Street car 
railroads. Without doubt some had 
their thoughts about getting from 
Boston to Lowell by street car. 

Street car tracks were laid from 
Lowell to Billerica. Steet cars were 
running out of Boston, to suburban 
towns. Connect those tracks and 
there you are! 

A company was formed to con- 
nect Billerica and Reading by street 
car. One of the incorporators was 
Chester Clark (later Senator Clark)

of Wilmington. An attorney, he 
lived in the large home his mother 
had built at the corner of Clark 
Street and Middlesex Avenue. 

If the writer remembers correct- 
ly it was in November 1893 that the 
Wilmington selectmen voted to 
allow the street car tracks to 
connect Reading and Billerica 
through Wilmington. 

Once that street car was in 
operation people would be able to 
go from Boston to Lowell without 
using the railroad. 

The tracks crossed the railroad at 
Burlington Avenue, and used the 
westerly side of the canal banks to 
get to Shawsheen Avenue, and on 
to Billerica. The tracks ran 
through the property now occupied 
by Sweetheart Plastics. In order to 
carry the street cars safely over the 
railroad, a steel truss bridge was 
constructed on Burlington Avenue. 

It was that bridge which was 
being torn apart, this week. It will 
be repaired by Thanksgiving, if 
work proceeds on schedule. 

The contractor, SPS New Eng- 
land, is working overtime to move 
the job along quickly. Crews have 
been working until 6 p.m. and on 
Saturday.

Will Question 3 lead to 
disaster or salvation?

The controversial and much 
talked about Question 3 has some 
people scratching their heads and 
wondering whether this battle is 
similar to either proposition 2 1/2 
or The Boston Tea Party. 

"Controversy!? I thought every 
one was for it," said Chip Faul- 
kner, associate director of Citizens 
for Limited Taxation (CLT). 

Question 3 is an initiative 
petition, written by CLT, which 
will change the state income tax 
rate and language in certain tax 
provisions, and regulate the setting 
of fees by state agencies and 
authorities. 

Opponents of the petition are 
arguing that they want lower taxes 
also, but the way CLT is going 
about it is all wrong or too 
extreme 

"They've taken voter anger with 
what's happened on Beacon Hill 
and said, you're mad at that, so 
vote for this," said Tara McKenzie, 
press secretary for Campaign for 
Massachusetts Future. "We agree 
with CLT and Massachusetts voters 
who are furious, we are furious 
also, probably more so, but 
Question 3 is too extreme." 

The state income tax rate will be 
set at 4.25 percent for 1991 and 
4.625 percent for 1992. And fees 
imposed by state agencies and 
authorities will be rolled back to 
what they were as of June 30, 1988. 

"We are the third worst managed 


state. For the last two years there 
have been three major tax hikes. 
People don't trust the state govern- 
ment to spend their money wisely," 
said Faulkner. 

“What people don't understand is 
that while they don't want increases 
(on taxes and fees), general 
everyday life and programs have to 
be paid for," said McKenzie. 

The Department of Revenue has 
estimated that Wilmington will see 
a reduction of $790,044 in local aid 
according to Wilmington Superin- 
tendent of Schools William J. Fay. 

Supt. Fay said that since their 
fiscal year goes from July 1 to June 
30, he will have to start cutting 
back mid-stream. If the petition is 
implemented, December 6 is the 
date it will go into affect, Because 
of this he will be forced to cut back 
on teachers in the middle of the 
school year and restructure the 
budget over Christmas break. 

"The most important aspect of the 
system, that will affect the students 
the most, is the teachers,” said Fay. 

Last year he cut 26 positions and 
with a budget that is made up of 85 
percent salary, he said he will have 
to start there. 

Faulkner says that opponents of 
CLT are always talking about the 
effects the petition will have on 
local aid, but he says "No one's 
buying their argument. They use 
overkill.” 

“It's the same old argument. We 
call it the 3-D movic. Devastation,

"If question 3 was written to 
eliminate specific programs rather 
than simply stating to eliminate 
taxes and fees, we would probably 
agree with them,” said McKenzie. 

Caira also suggested that instead 
of just changing the petition to be 
more specific, maybe there should 
be change in state government also. 

"I think state government has to 
look at themselves and change the 
way they do things. I don't think 
that they've done that kind of 
internal review," said Caira. 

The majority position of the Joint 
Committee on Taxation is that this 
CLT petition should not become 
law. They believe that it would 
worsen the fiscal crisis of 
Massachusetts at both the state and 
local levels. 

A "YES" vote will roll back to 
taxes and fees to their 1988 levels. 

A "NO" vote will not make the 
proposed changes to taxes and fees.

Burlington gets a 
tower of a truck 


By DOUGLAS WOOD-BOYLE 


ire apparatus have the 

strange power to stir up 

many feelings in those that 
watch them pass by on their mis- 
sions of mercy or sometimes just as 
they sit poised and ready to leap 
forward from their stations.

Over the past two months, the 
Burlington Fire Department has 
received delivery of a brand new 
pumper truck and a brand new 
tower ladder truck. 

Engine One and Tower One (all 
new pieces receive the top designa- 
tion) are sisters in that they were 
built at the same time by Pierce 
Corp. The red paint with gold leaf 
lettering, on the two pieces of 
equipment, covers two all-alu- 
minum bodies. Fire Prevention 
Officer Albert L. Fay notes that 
body and cab material will stave off

Fire Chief Paul Thibeault said 
“A lot of work went into the design 
of these vehicles. They are 
designed to meet the needs of the 
town over the next 15-years.” 

Fay, who has been on the 
department since 1958, and has 
operated four engines at their first 
fire, said “I would hope to see these 
in service for the next 25-years.” 

Assistant Chief Leo Pouliot 
hopes that Fay is correct. He 
reported that the new tower cost the 
town $420,000 and the pumper was 
delivered at a price of $196,000. 

Pouliot said that the town got a 
good deal by ordering the vehicles 
when they did. He notes that if 
another year had gone by, the town 
would have had to ante up another 
$100,000 because of new safety 
items that the trucks will be 
required to have. 


However, Pouliot also said that 
the the new trucks are completely 


certified and are not already outdat- 


Pouliot and Fay both think that 
the town got quite a bit for the 
money it has spent. 

According to Fay, the new tower 
replaces a 1970 Pirsch ladder truck. 
He notes that one feature*of the 
both the trucks is that the picture of 
firefighters riding to the scene on a 
cold winters night perched on the 
rear step will become a thing of the 
past. 

The new vehicles have a cab 
which seats the driver and the first 
officer in the front with room for up 
to four more firefighters in the rear. 

Fay remembers when a fire- 
fighter would “eam their pay” rid- 
ing back to the station in their wet 
gear after fighting a fire on a cold 
winter night. 


Fay admits that when they were 
first ordered he did not have much 
hope for the two pieces of equip-

ment. However, he is now very 
proud of them. 

“I feel that the fire department is 
in superior shape (to surrounding 
communities). The Board of 
Selectmen have been good to us.” 

He added that not only are the 
men better trained than in the old 
days, but “now when we send a 
piece of equipment out for mainte- 
nance, we can back it up with 
something just as good.” 

According to Fay, the Pirsch 
was the Cadillac of fire equipment 
companies but they went out of 
busines: 

Fay also said, “The old ladder 
was good for a 1970, but it 
wouldn’t pass some of today’s reg- 
ulations and those that are about to 
come oul.”

Pouliot likes the versatility of 
the new ladder. 

He notes that in the old days 
ladders were measured by how tall 
they were but that this one can be 
measured by its reach. 

The vehicle is about 90-feet 
long, from bumper to bumper. The 
design of the tower adds about 
another four feet of overhang, 
which has to be figured on when 
Tushing to a fire. 

However, the tower can reach 
out to 105 feet as opposed to the 95 
foot reach of the old ladder. 

Its versatility is why it is known 
as a tower. According to Pouliot, 
the tower can take up to six people 
from the top of a building, and 


bring them right to the ground. This 
can speed up the evacuation of a 
building and make it a lot safer for 
the people and for the firefighters 
that used to have to escort them to 
the ground. 

Another factor is that fact that 
the tower does touch the ground 
rather than stay about three-feet off 
as the old ladder did. Pouliot notes 
that this means the ladder can be 
used in rescues such as people 
falling through thin ice in the win- 
ler. 

For use in firefighting the tower 
is pre-piped so that all the depart- 
ment has to do is connect a water 
line to the base instead of the old 
method of running a hose to the 
top. 

Pouliot notes that once the line 
is connected, about 1,000-gallons-

per-minute of water will shoot out 
of the main four-inch nozzle, 

If the main gun is not needed, 
the tower is also equipped with two 
auxiliary hoses, a 2 1/2-inch and 1 
3/4-inch. These can be delivered 
along with the firefighters to top 
floors of buildings where the stair- 
ways are blocked, 

The tower platform is equipped 
with acetylene torch gear, quartz 
lamps and oxygen tanks. On its 
underside is a sprinkler system and 
heat shield. 

Fay also notes that if it is 
deemed to dangerous to send men 
topside to fight the fire, the tower 
can be operated from the ground. 

Both Fay and Pouliot say that 
the day of the tiller truck, where a 
driver sat on the trailer portion of 
the ladder to guide it around cor- 
ners, is long gone,

Pouliot said that tests were done 
in Boston, showing that the new 
trucks were much more adaptable 
to the city streets. The only place 
where the tiller trucks are still in 
use is the narrow confines of 
Boston's North End. 

The new tower is a requirement 
in Burlington because of the town’s 
growth in shopping malls and 
apartment complexes. 


The town’s growth as a major 
transportation community also dic- 
tated one of the major changes in 
the type of pumper that was pur- 
chased. 

Pouliot notes that with two 
major interstates surrounding the 
community, and a state highway in 
the middle of the town, a truck with 
foam capabilities was needed. 

He describes the new pumper as 
“basically a mini-crash truck” such 
as the type used at airports, 

The pumper can handle 1,250- 
gallons-per-minute of water and 
has a reserve tank that holds over 
500-gallons of water. The foam 
tank has a 60-gallon capacity, 

Pouliot also pointed out that the 
design of the truck allows the men 
to fight a fire and operate the pump 
controls from a deck in the mid- 
ship portion of the vehicle. He 
notes that this is a lot safer than the 
old days, when the controls had to 
be operated by a man standing on 
the road by the side of the vehicle. 

Fay remembers when a pumper 
only cost the town $20,000. That 
was in 1959 when Mack provided 
the truck. 

He said that was the first com- 
mercially built vehicle the town 
bought. Before that time, Fay said 
that the town would buy a chassis 
and the firefighters would construct 
the body, “often out of wood.” 

According to Fay, the fact that 
the two new vehicles were built at 
the same time has the added advan- 
tage of helping the department to 
standardize the parts that they are 
using for repairs. 

With the addition of the two 
vehicles, Burlington now has the 
one ladder, five pumpers, two res- 

cue vehicles and a hazardous mate- 
rial vehicle. These are spread 
between the communities two fire- 
houses. 

Unfortunately the two new vehi- 
cles will not be brought out just for 
parades. Fay noted that as the prop- 
erty in the town gets older, the 
number of fire incidents has been 
on the increase. 


Drive for charity . 


Boston area federal employees, 
who number almost 40,000, will 
have the opportunity to donate to 
the charity of their choice during 
the Combined Federal Campaign 
which begins today. Last year, 
federal employees donated 
$1,676,000 during the drive. 


With the CFC being the only 
on-the-job solicitation of federal 
employees for charitable contribu- 
tions, General Fornell challenged 
each of the federal agency chiefs 
to play a personal role in this 
year's campaign and to increase 
employee participation over last 
year by five to ten percent. 

More than 200 separate federal 

agencies are located in the Boston 
area. The campaign hopes to raise 
over $1.7 million between now 
and Thanksgiving. 
General Fornell welcomed about 
200 federal workers to a series of 
presentations highlighting the 
importance of providing contin- 
ued support for more than 600 
charitable agencies that are part of 
the Boston area CFC. The theme 
for this year's campaign is "Times 
are tough, but for some they are 
tougher than others,"

On another occasion, Coolidge, 
while on a fishing trip with sever- 
al Secret Service agents, asked 
one of the agents to bait a hook 
for him. As the agent proceeded 
to place a worm on the hook, 
Coolidge tugged hard on the line, 
drawing blood from the agent’s 
finger. 

Coolidge exhibited other 
idiosyncrasies. For example, he 
enjoyed having vaseline rubbed 
into his head while eating break- 
fast in bed. Coolidge was also 
known as a cheapskate; whenever 
he sent a member of the White 
House staff out to purchase a 
newspaper, he always demanded 
back his change, even if it 
amounted to pennies. His 
cheapness carried over into his 
living arrangements, also. Before 
and after his term in the White 


House, Coolidge rented one half 
of a two-family house in 
Northampton, Massachusetts.

Minor accident- major damage 


When Nancy Stansfield came 
home from college, she went to 
work for the summer, trying to 
save some money for her future. 

But shortly after getting her 
job, driving a delivery van, she 
was involved in an automobile 
accident that changed her life. 


Five years ago, Stansfield (not 
her real namc) collided with 
another car in a head-on crash 
Her face hit the steering wheel of 
the van and she broke her nose 
Unknown to her, and to the doctor 
who treated her in the emergency

room, the impact of the collision 
also caused her to receive a mild 
head injury (MHI). Stansfield 
became one of the "silent majori- 
ty" of head injured people - looks 
and talks fine, but is no longer the 
person they used to be. 

An MHI can have a major 
impact on a life, especially if this 
injury has not been diagnosed. 

"| thought I was going crazy," 
she said. "I couldn't remember 
things, or I got words mixed up 
and wrong. I seriously thought 
that I was losing my mind." 

Because of the accident, 
Stansfield was fired from her 
delivery job, and took another job 
at a delicatessen. "I wasn't able to 
remember the prices of anything, 
and my right side of my body was 
weak." 


The weakness and memory 
problems persisted throughout the 
summer, and Stansfield brought 
the problems back to college with 
her. "I had always been an A stu- 
dent, and passed every exam. 
Now, I was consistently failing 
every examination, every course," 
she recalled. 

"| went to guidance counselors 
because I was afraid I was going 
crazy," she explained. "I talked to 
a few of them, and out of the blue, 
someone knew what was wrong. 
It relieved me to know that there 
was some course of action to take. 
But at the same time, I thought 
there was no way I should have 
had a head injury (because I did 
not consider the accident as 
severe)." 


"My parents were pretty 
shocked - everyone was.” 

Stansfield was referred to New 
England Rehabilitation Hospital 
(NERH) by the Massachusetts 
General Hospital. She was treated 
by Dr. Anna Pomfret, NERH's 


Director of Rehabilitation 
Medicine, who confirmed the 
MHI. Stansfield started an outpa- 
tient program of physical, occupa- 
tional and speech therapies. 

It has not been easy, but all of 
her hard work to compensate for, 
and overcome losses in, her per- 
ception and cognizance have paid 
off. Stansfield entered a medical 
school for podiatry in the mid- 
west. She said the hardest courses 
for her will be math-based, but "I 
am not one to quit.” 

Stansfield, her parents, and 
those who worked with her at 
NERH are the only ones who 
know about her mild head injury 
"Thaven't told people because I'm 
afraid they wouldn't understand, 
or give me the chance to try." 

When asked if she thought the 
non-disclosure would affect her 
life in the future, Stansfield said 
no. She described how her thera- 
pies had helped her gain control 
of her life, and everything she had 


done since the injury was done on 
her own, without the potential for 
pity or leniency because of the 
head injury. 

In her home town, she held 
several responsible positions after 
the injury, including teaching chil- 
dren about music. (She is a gifted 
musician, and plays more than 10 
instruments), She completed her 
undergraduate courses and attend- 
ed night school at Harvard 
University while holding down 
part-time jobs. On her only "free" 
night, she tutored. "I like to keep 


Her first degree will be a 
Doctor of Podiatric Medicine, or 
D.P.M. She plans on pursuing an 
M.D. degree later. "When I 
become a doctor, I will tell people 
about what happened to me, Then 
the time will be right," she said. 

“You can't keep looking into 
yourself, you have to look out. 
You never fail until you stop try- 
ing," she said.

AND MEDICARE 


Don't Miss Out On Valuable Medicare Benefits

Medicare eligiblity begins at age 
65 if you are fully insured for Social 


Security or Railroad 
Retirement benefits 
If you are already re- 
ceiving benefits, a 
Medicare card and full 
information on both 
Hospital Insurance 


Roosevelt and Part B Supple- 
mental Medical Insurance (which 
pays doctor bills) will be sent to you. 
Deductions for Part B premiums 
will be withheld from your monthly 
benefit checks, unless coverage is 
declined in writing. 

At age 65, even if you are not 
automatically eligible for Medicare, 
you are eligible to buy the impor- 
tant protection of both Part B Medi- 
cal Insurance and Part A Hospital 


Insurance. 


If you are disabled, Medicare 
begins after you have been entitled 
to Social Security disability bene- 
fits for 24 months. Ifyou suffer from 
kidney failure, you generally will 
become eligible for Medicare three 
months after the month that main- 
tenance dialysis treatments begin. 

Contact Social Security for infor- 
mation on enrollment three months 
before eligibility would begin if: 

*you or your spouse are still 
working and you are covered by a 
health insurance plan provided by 
either employer. The employer 
may remain primary payer. If so, 
you may want to defer enrolling for 
Part B insurance or drop Part B if 
you or your spouse return to work 
and are reenrolled by an employer 


plan. 


* you are now 65, but are ineli- 
gible for Part A Hospital Insurance. 
* you have permanent kidney 


failure. 


* you are eligible for Medicareon 
the basis of Federal employment or 
you live in Puerto Rico or outside 
the United States. 

There are basically three differ- 
ent types of enrollment periods: the 
initial enrollment period when you 
first become eligible; a special en- 
rollment period if an employer 
health plan is primary payer. And 
finally, a general enrollment period 
if you opt not to enroll in Madicare 
Part B when you are first eligible. If 


application for Part B is made 
after the initial enrollment pe- 
riod, a higher monthly premium 
is charged unless you are eli- 
gible for special enrollment. 

Initial enrollment period: 
There are 7 months for you to ap- 
ply—3 months before the month in 
which you turn 65; the month of 
your birthday, and 3 months after 
your birth month. Enrollment in 
the final four months could leave 
you unprotected from one to three 
months 

General enrollment period: 
Ifyou have Medicare Part A, but did 
not purchase Part B at your first 
opportunity, you can sign up during 
the annual general enrollment pe- 
riod from January 1 through March 
31. Your coverage will not begin 
until after July of the year of enroll- 
ment. Monthly premiums willbe 
10% higher than the basic pre- 
mium for each 12-month period 
that Part B medical coverage 
was deferred. 

, Special enrollment period: 
The law allows a special seven 
month enrollment window for you 
who chose to continue coverage by 
an employer or spouse’s employer 
health plan rather than enroll for 
Medicare Part B when you first 
became eligible. The seven month 
special enrollment period begins the 
month in which the employer plan 
coverage ends or the month in which 
employment ends, whichever comes 
first. If application for Part B is 
made during the month in which 
your employer plan ends or em- 
ployment ends, the coverage will 
begin retrospectively with the first 
day of that month. If application is 
made during the remaining six 
months, your coverage will begin 
the first day of the following month. 
There is no late enrollment pre- 
mium increase for you if your em- 
ployer plan has been primary payer 
if you enroll during the special en- 
rollment period.

The project is being funded 
jointly by the Metropolitan 
District Commission, (35%) and 
the Federal Government (65%). 
Work will begin this fall and will 
take approximately two years to 
complete.
